The quips are easy to come by: triple time, seeing 
in threes, the little trinity, three for the price of one, 
etc., etc., etc. 

For Michelle and Gil Lucero, owners of Restaurant 
Lozano in Sierra Madre, it’s triplets. For them a 
phenomenon. For the town, a delight. Or rather 
three delights. 

The three boys, Maxmillian, Alexander and 
Dashiel - Max, Alex and Dash - were born on Mar. 6, 
34'/a weeks after conception. And they are already 
on television. Max and Alex take turns playing Isa¬ 
bella and John’s new baby in “Days of Our Lives,” 
at noon on Channel 4. Those two look more alike 
than Dash. He doesn’t mind. He sits back and watches 
his brothers act while he goofs off. He’s also the 
cranky, fidgety one, according to his mother. Artistic 
temperament? Maybe. 

At the age of 2 months, these kids were working. 
Last month they worked 14 days and this month, four. 
Mary Grady is their agent. Acting is not new in the 
family, however. Brother Dion, 16, has been acting 
since he was T'/z years old in such plays as “Highway 
to Heaven,” a series called “Encyclopedia Brown,” 
commercials, the Johnny Carson Show. 

Michelle and Gil Lucero were together for 12 
years when they decided to get married 4'/2 years ago. 
They decided that they wanted children immediately 
but were deterred when Michelle didn’t get pregnant. 
There seemed to be nothing physically wrong with 
either of them - just no babies in sight. 

They heard about two doctors with Huntington 
Reproductive Center in Pasadena - Drs.Batzofin and 
Sarafini - who do Garnet Interfalopian Tube Trans¬ 
fer, so Michelle underwent the first laparoscopy to 
see what was going on, she explained. Her uterus was 
tipped with the Falopian tubes behind, so there was 
no way the eggs could get up to become fertilized. 

After a series of injections, eggs were vaginally 
removed from Michelle, then fertilized, and out of 10 
eggs, nine were in good working shape. The doctors 
inserted four of the eggs, freezing the rest, and in an¬ 
other laparoscopy the tubes were pulled forward with 
two eggs inserted on each side of the Falopian tube. 

The Luceros found out almost immediately that 
three of the four eggs were fertilized, meaning, of 
course, that Michelle was pregnant with triplets, frat-

The City Council at its meeting last Tuesday left 
unchanged some of the assessments for the districts 
outlined and raised some of them, as well as establish¬ 
ing a fifth district.

The CPA firm of Edwards, Eichel and Heranek 
will provide audit and financial statements for Sierra 
Madre again next year at the cost of $21,500. increased 
from $20,(XX). 

At last week’s City Council meeting, Charles 
Corp, director of the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District, explained in a report that every house 
in Sierra Madre pays approximately $20 to the district 
for its right to access supplemental water. “The city 
has been paying for the pipeline and water system,” 
he explained. 

How do you compute your costs? Take the as¬ 
sessment of your property and charge 3 cents per $100. 
He explained that an imaginary home in Sierra Madre 
would be assessed at $66,666. Divide that out to 3 
cents per $ 100, and the cost, therefore, is $20.

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What to do after 
an auto accident 


Have you just had an auto accident? 
One in every eight drivers will be involved 
in a motor vehicle accident this year. Are 
you prepared? 

Here are pointers of how you should 
proceed in case of an accident: 

- Turn off your vehicle if it is clear, 

safe and legal. 

- Turn off the ignitions of the cars 

involved. 

- Make a first aid check of all persons 

involved in the accident. 

- Call the police and, if necessary, 
emergency medical services. 

- Mark the scene of the accident with 

flares or retroreflective triangles. 

- Gather the names of aU persons in 

the motor vehicles and people who 
witnessed the accident. 

- Make a quick diagram of where 
the vehicle occupants were seated 
and indicate the vehicles’ direction 
of travel and lane. Also note the 
date, time and weather conditions. 

- Ask to see the other driver’s license 

and write down the number. 

- Exchange insurance company in¬ 

formation. Do not discuss “fault” 
or make statements about the ac¬ 
cident to anyone but the police. 

- Get a copy of the police report of 

the accident from the local precinct.

Carrot Top revisited... 

By R. Robert Evans 


This is a continuation of the series by Robert 
Evans, former Sierra Madre News owner. 

Ed. 

Because of Sierra Madre’s physical charac¬ 
teristics, flood control is an important local con¬ 
sideration. Although rainfall is 26 inches per 
year, the variation is from eight to 48 inches, 
75 percent of this coming in December, January 
and March as it seldom rains in June, July, Aug¬ 
ust and September. During the winter storms, 
the runoff is fast and sizeable due to the steep 
mountains to the north and the fall of land in the 
town itself. 

Flood control installations include the Sierra 
Madre Dam in Little Santa Anita Canyon and 
three debris basins along the base of the moun¬ 
tains at Carter, Auburn and Baldwin Avenues. 
Drainage from these basins to the southeast to 
Big Santa Anita Wash in Arcadia, where a flood 
control channel receives the water from the drains. 
The two westerly basins drain under Lima St. 
and an 8 X 8 foot concrete “box” to Orange 
Grove Ave. flows east under that avenue. The 
other basin drains under Baldwin Ave. to Orange 
Grove Ave. Street runoff is conveyed to these 
three major drainways. Clear water from the 
Little Santa Anita flood control channel is di¬ 
verted to the spreading basins in the central part 
of town. 

Financing and building of these projects 
was accomplished through cooperation between 
the federal, county and local governments. The 
three main debris basins were built by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, as were the main 
drains under Lima and Baldwin Aves. The County 
Flood Control Financed the drains under Orange 
Grove Ave., Rancho Rd. and Grandview Ave. 
by money from bond issues in 1952 and 1958. 
City funds were used for the catch basins by means 


of specific flood control tax included in the city 
property tax. 

Flood control action must come from the 
City Council which is authorized by the State 
Code to tax up to 20 cents per $100 valuation for 
flood control if it is needed. If the bond form of 
financing is preferred the City Council is responsi¬ 
ble for proposing this to the electorate. 

The canyon area within the city, lying to the 
northeast, is a unique part of the city. There are 
two entrances to the canyon area: Sturtevant 
to Woodland and up Woodland to the debris 
dam. The other is on Canon which takes you 
to the upper part of the area. 

As the story goes, early in the life of the area 
this was known as the movie capital of the world, 
but promoters felt that not enough expanding 
space was available and moved to Hollywood. 
After a period of time it developed into a very 
outstanding art colony, then it went through the 
narcotic and drug time and was frowned on and 
patroled by the police. Today it is an area con¬ 
sisting of over 300 homes with a population es¬ 
timated to be around 900. Within the area was a 
grocery store known as “Mary’s” which for years 
has supplied the residents with groceries and 
sundry items. Mary retired a year ago. 

The debris dam is at the top of Woodland 
and the wash runs south through the middle of 
the area. 

Late in the 1960s, the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers secured a grant of several million 
dollars to redesign the wash. Many meetings 
were held between the County Flood Control 
District and the people of the area. Design after 
design was presented to the people in meetings 
at City Hall. Arguments were fierce at times. 
After a while the Army Corps of Engineers left 
the area and have not been heard from since.

Throw in a math 
whiz who predicts failure due to “the Malcolm 
effect,” have the computer systems that run the 
park go down, then let some dinosaurs escape - 
you get the picture. Crichton feeds us plenty of 
technical information in language - and doses - 
we can tolerate while keeping a lightning pace.

Ev¬ 
erybody else goes on work¬ 
ing out their individual 
destinies. 

“Unfinished Stories” 
by Sybille Pearson, cur¬ 
rently having its world 
premiere at the Mark 
Taper Forum expands on 
the idea of life’s contin¬ 
uity. We see some com¬ 
plex people at one of the 
important points of their 
interaction. There is a 


rca.sonably successlul ac¬ 
tor and his elderly, in¬ 
tellectual father. There 
are his divorced wife, a 
crusader for obscure 
causes, and his indepen¬ 
dent son, who drives a 
taxi and dreams of farm¬ 
ing. These people all 
care for each other in 
complicated ways, and

part of the Tokos treatment. 

The Luceros were quickly in a support group 
called the Triplet Connection. 

Although she saw doctors every week from the 
beginning, Michelle did not go on bedrest until her 

seventh month which is quite late for someone having 
triplets. 

“Many women are on bedrest during most of the 
pregnancy. 1 was up and down, ate my meals sitting 
up,” she remembered. 

Michelle gained only 25 pounds during her preg¬ 
nancy; the normal for mothers of multiple births is 
between 50 and 70 pounds. With Dion she gained 
35 pounds and he weighed 8 lbs. 4 oz., and was 21 '/i 
inches long. 

The boys’ weights and lengths at birth were as 
follows: Alex, 4 lbs. 6 oz., 18 in.; Max, 4 lbs. 10 oz., 
18 in.; and Dash, 3 lbs. 10 oz., 17 3/4 inches. She was 
in the hospital - Huntington Memorial Hospital - for 
four days; Max came home on the sixth day. Dash 
and .Alex spent one more week in the hospital. All 
were perfectly healthy; however, in most small babies, 
they had to learn how to suck the bottle.

The Luceros have help at home five days a week 
and with the babies sleeping during the night, also, 
that is a help. 

How do they manage to get the babies to bed and 
fed? They lay all three on the bed and Michelle bathes 
one, hands him to Gil who dries him, dresses him 
and props the bottle in his mouth. This operation 
goes on three times until all babies are clean and fed, 
then it’s to bed about 8:30 p.m. They are up at 5:30 
a.m. and it’s the schedule all over again. The babies 
catnap during the day, and when she goes out, Michelle 
always takes one with her, alternating the triplets so 
each has his special time out with his mother. Gil and 
Michelle also have a triplet stroller so all can go out at 
the same time. 

How much did this multiple birth cost the Lu¬ 
ceros? It cost $10,000 for the operation to become 
pregant; $3000 for each laparoscopy; the doctors 
were about $7000; the hospital cost about $25,000 
and Tokos was $25,000. They had deductibles of 
$250 for each child, so all-in-all, their out-of-pocket 
was about $11,000. Insurance covered the rest. 

Max and Alex enjoy “talking” and grinning at 
each other. The Luceros call Max the happy one; Alex, 
the “potato” because he’s Mr. Laid Back; and, of 
course. Dash, is Mr. Finicky. 

Grandparents are Joan and Bob Yehle of Sierra 
Madre who have 18 grandchildren and one great¬ 
grandchild. Martha and Ernie Lucero of Temple City 
are the other grandparents who have a granddaughter 
besides the three grandsons.

Management Services Institute (MSI) in Novem¬ 
ber 1989, made a plethora of recommendations to the 
city of Sierra Madre concerning municipal servic-s. 
rhe audit report called for review of the fees established 
in accordance with the original report to ensure the 
city captured costs “reasonably borne” which simply 
means that the city may charge no more than services 
cost. With the crunch on the city for the last three 
years to find more money, the City Council at last 
Tuesday’s meeting unanimously voted to increase 
some fees in the area where the cost has increased 
over those years. 

The resolution that was passed by the council last 
Tuesday increases building permit fees, asks for a cost 
of $.J2 for each review of the General Plan amend¬ 
ment, mechanical permit inspections, sewer permit 
inspections, building permit inspections (except for 
the plumbing permit); electrical permit inspections; 
some fees such as false burglar alarms, for copies of 
crime reports, for response to party disturbance and 
for abandoned/stored vehicles. 

Also, a raise in movie production fees, non-com- 
pliatice fines, weed abatement inspection, response 
to false fire alarm, hazardous materials storage per¬ 
mit and illegal burning was made. There will be a new 
fee for sprinkler systems, inspections and plan check, 
more for some admission fees for swimming, more 
for afterschool recreation program for non-residents, 
more for summer and vacation day camps, an addi¬ 
tion to the turn-off charge for non-payment (which 
includes restriction of service and restoration). 

Still others include new meter installation, (both 
1-in. with 1 '/ 2 -in. line and 1 '/’-in. with 2-in. line and 
new meters for 2-in. line). 

I here will be an increase tor those whose delin¬ 
quent bill includes turn off and on, for the request of 
those; for water meter testing; aitd an increase in sev¬ 
eral administrative fees.

Free cancer education, screening 
available for senior citizens 


Free cancer education 
and screening will be avail¬ 
able at the Arcadia Com¬ 
munity Center in July 
through the Mobil Screen¬ 
ing Unit sponsored by 
the City of Hope Na¬ 
tional Medical Center and 
the American Cancer 
Society. All men and 
women age 50 or older 
are encouraged to parti¬ 
cipate. 

The program will be 
presented in two parts. 
The first part focuses on 
education about the major 
cancers and informs the 
participants regarding 
early detection and pre¬ 
ventive methods. The 
second part is the actual 
physical screening exam¬ 
ination by City of Hope 
medical personnel. 

A reservation is re¬ 
quired for the one-hour 


educational class, which 
will be offered on July 7 
and 10 from 11 a.m. to 
noon. A screening ap¬ 
pointment for July 14-16 
and July 21-23 will be 
made during the class. 
Reservations and infor¬ 
mation may be obtained 
by calling Arcadia Com¬ 
munity Center Senior Ser¬ 
vices at (818)574-5130. 

Appointments for the 
second part, the cancer 
screening, will be given 
only to those who attend 
the educational program. 
The screening examina¬ 
tion for women consists 
of examination of the 
breast, skin, lymph nodes, 
thyroid, rectum, and a 
test for hidden blood in 
the stool. Women are 
eligible for a pelvic exam¬ 
ination, and those who 
have not had a Pap test 


within the past year may 
request one. The entire 
examination requires ap¬ 
proximately 20 minutes. 

The screening for men 
consists of examination 
of the thyroid, skin, lymph 
nodes, testicles, rectum 
and prostate, and a test 
for hidden blood in the 
stool. The men’s exam¬ 
ination requires 15 min¬ 
utes. 

The Mobile Screening 
Unit was founded by the 
American Cancer Society 
and is now operated as a 
joint venture with the City 
of Hope national Medical 
Center located in Duarte. 
It purpose is to promote 
early detection and pre¬ 
vention of cancer.

Even though many of 
them are ineligible to vote 
in the Sept. 15 School 
Board Election, members 
of the Arcadia Japanese 
community held a dinner 
to raise funds for the sup¬ 
port of the election at Chez 
Sateau restaurant last Sat¬ 
urday evening. 

Most Japanese who cur¬ 
rently live in Arcadia can¬ 
not vote because they are 
here on temporary work 
assignments, reports Mieko 
Hamada; however, be¬ 
cause they feel strongly 
about the schools, they 
wanted to do something 
to help the bond election, 
which would raise $27.4 
million for the rehabili¬ 
tation and improvement 


of schools and classrooms 
throughout the Arcadia 
Unified School District. 

Chef Ryo Sato from 
Chez Sateau donated $5 
from each dinner that was 
served last Saturday to 
the Arcadia Bond Com¬ 
mittee and extended his 
offer through the month 
of June for any member 
of the Japanese commu¬ 
nity. He presented the 
committee with a check 
for $300 and the Japanese 
group contributed another 
$960.

Board recap 

School lunches to cost more 


When school resumes 
in September in the Arca¬ 
dia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, students will pay 
more for school lunches 
as the Arcadia Board of 
Education approved lunch 
price increa.ses at its meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Cost of an elementary 
school lunch will go from 
$1.50 to $2, while the jun¬ 
ior high and high school 
lunch will increase from 
$1.80 to $2.25 and the 
adult limch will be increastxl 
by 50 cents, to $2.50. 

Lunch prices were in¬ 
creased by 10 cents at all 
three grade leves in 1990- 
91. If there was no in¬ 
crease, it was projected 
that there would be a net 
loss of approximately 
$140,000 in 1992-93. Ac¬ 
cording to the report 
made to the board, the 
projected loss would be 
attributable to indirect 
costs, utility costs, an¬ 


ticipated increase in food 
and supply costs and cap¬ 
ital acquisition costs. 

In the 1991-92 school 
year, the AUSD served 
approximately 2500 Na¬ 
tional School Lunches per 
day, of which six percent 
were free and reduced- 
price meals through fed¬ 
eral and state subsidies. 

The board also adopted 
the 1992-93 budget based 
on a zero percent Cost of 
Living Adjustment, but, 
because of possible nega¬ 
tive COLA from the state. 
Superintendent Terry 
Towner asked the board 
to consider a list of poten¬ 
tial reductions amounting 
to just over $1 million. 

In other action, the 
school board approved 
the purcha.se of new mat¬ 
erials for the English as a 
Second Language program 
and approved “with re¬ 
gret” the reduction and 
elimination of certain 


classified positions be¬ 
cause of a lack of funds. 
Those approved reductions 
amount to 1.92 full-time 
employees and affect the 
high school, two elemen¬ 
tary schools and the dis¬ 
trict office. 

Recent gifts to the school 
district amounted to an 
estimated $30,340, and in¬ 
cluded $11,0(X) for class¬ 
room monitors at Hugo 
Reid Elementary School 
from .scrip sales through 
the Arcadia Education 
Foundation. 

The eighth school month 
enrollment report reflects 
an increase of 181 stu¬ 
dents including indepen¬ 
dent study over the cor¬ 
responding month of last 
year. 

The next regular meet¬ 
ing of the Arcadia Board 
of Education will be on 
Tuesday, Aug. 25 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Administration 
Center Board Room.

Museum opens for tours 


Even without touching, 
third graders from Holly 
Avenue Elementary Schodl 
had an opportunity be¬ 
fore summer break to 
learn more about life in 
the early days of Arcadia 
by looking at the hun¬ 
dreds of items on display 
in the Arcadia Historical 
Museum. 

Many items are 100 
years old and older, so 
visitors are asked to keep 
their hands off of objects, 
explained Ena Proctor, 
museum docent who gives 
lectures and slide pro¬ 
grams on Arcadia history 
to school classes, youth 
groups and special inter¬ 
est groups. 

Three slide shows are

After the slides and a 
question and answer period, 
visitors tour the museum, 
which realized its perma¬ 
nent home in 1986, when 
American Home Savings 
donated its temporary 
building to the Historical 
Society. The building 
was moved to its present 
site at 355 Campus Dr.

rounded by the new Arca¬ 
dia Community Center. 

Artifacts dating back 
to the time of the Gabrieleno 
Indians in the mid-1800s 
through the time of Bald¬ 
win’s influence in the San 
Gabriel Valley can be 
seen in the museum. 

Most items have been 


donated, including a 
100-year-old family Bible, 
a recent donation from 
the Thomas Estabrooke 
Family.
